On August 28, 2005, Century Station deputies responded to a location regarding a family 
disturbance call. Deputy Corrales arrived first and contacted the suspect who was standing 
outside the location. While awaiting additional units, Deputy Corrales spoke with the suspect and 
noted that the suspect displayed signs of a mental disorder. The suspect walked back toward the 
residence and when Deputies nc rived, the three deputies walked up to the 
apartment to re-contact the suspect. 


For no apparent reason, the suspect ran directly at Deputy Corrales at which time all three 
deputies grabbed the suspect and took him to the ground. Once on the ground, the suspect 
struggled, fought and kicked the deputies. Deputies И c Ж the suspect 
in the head and facial area several times, but that did not stop the suspect's resistance and violent 
attack on the deputies. Sergeant: ind Anderson arrived and saw the suspect still fighting 
with the deputies. Sergeant еріоуеа the TASER, which was effective, and the suspect was 
handcuffed without further incident. 


The suspect was transported to Charter Suburban Hospital where he was examined and 
diagnosed with a fractured left elbow. No deputies were injured. 


On February 23, 2006, the Executive Force Review Committee convened and conducted a review 
regarding the facts of this case. The applicable policies that were evaluated by the committee 
were: MMP § 3-01/025.00: Use of Force; MMP § 3-01/025.10: Unreasonable Force; and MMP § 3- 
01/050.10: Performance to Standards. Concerning: 


MMP § 3-01/025.00: Use of Force, and MMP § 3-01/025.10: Unreasonable Force, the Committee 
determined that the force used by the deputy was reasonable and necessary and in compliance 
with Department policy. MMP § 3-01/050.10: Performance to Standards, the Committee 
determined that the tactics employed by the deputies in this incident were within Department 
Policy.

The 
Office of Independent Review was nolified, but did not respond.

altercation with a male suspect who assaulted them with his hands and feet. As the 
deputies attempted to control the suspect, a struggle ensued, which resulted in a take 
down. During the struggle the suspect sustained a broken left elbow. The suspect was 
also shot with a Department issued X-26 Taser by Sergeant

On August 28, 2005, Deputy Corrales said he respondec C со Ave 


Lynwood regarding a “keep the peace” call. When he arrived he saw Deput 
standing in front of the doorway of the residence (location). He said that 
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informed him that he was conducting a spousal assault investigation and that the 
suspect wes inside. 


Deputy Corrales said that as he peered into the residence he saw that the suspect was 
standing in the living room yelling into a telephone and saying something about police 
misconduct. Corrales said the suspect appeared “belligerent and “hallucinogenic.” He 
also said that Wallace was pacing back and forth in the living room. 


Deputy Corrales said as they stood in the doorway observing the suspect Ш 
advised him that he had requested a field sergeant to respond to the location. Corrales 
said he then initiated another request via Sheriff's radio, L-Tac, for the sergeant to bring 


a taser. 


Deputy Corrales said that while waiting for the field sergeant MN o arrive, Wallace 
began walking quickly toward them, ignoring instructions to stop and stand still. He said 
as Wallace reached the doorway and was within arms reach, he lunged toward them 
without warning. Corrales said he stopped Wallace's forward motion by grabbing onto 
his left arm in an attempt to guide him to the ground. Ashe did this, he said Wallace 
held himself up by grabbing onto a fence just outside of the doorway and continued to 
ignore the deputies instructions to stop resisting. 


Deputy Corrales said he then grabbed onto Wallace’ left arm and pushed it down 
towards the ground. As he did this, Deput tepped in and grabbed onto 
Wallace's lower legs and lifted them out from under him, which caused Wallace to 
loose his balance, allowing the deputies to briefly pin him down on the ground. 


Deputy Corrales said that Wallace then began yelling profanities and attempted to 
break free by thrashing about. He then saw Wallace kick Deputy Eon nis left 
knee with the heel of his right foot approximately four times, in an obvious attempt to 
cause injury to Dep) ШШ As a result of the kicks, Corrales said [lost his 
balance and fell against a fence, hitting his back. He said Wallace then attempted to 
stand up. Corrales said he then broadcast to Century deputies via Sheriff's radio that 
they were involved in a fight. 


Deputy Corrales said as Wallace continued to stand up ИС Wallace in 
the face, which said stunned Wallace momentarily. Не said that during the struggle 
Deput rived, and with his assistance, Wallace was forced once again to 
the ground.
